The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest an 
assembly for making a substrate for a plasma display comprising 
the combination of a mold and a rib precursor as defined in 
claim 1 of the instant application. The closest prior art is 
disclosed by Chiu et al . (U.S. Pat. No. 6,247,986), Japanese 
Pub. No. 08-273537, Wojcik (U.S. Pat. No. 4,668,607), and Sakai 
et al. (U.S. Pat. No. 5,580,511), all of which are previously of 
record. None of these references teaches or suggests a rib 
precursor containing a first photo-setting initiator having a 
first absorption edge and a mold comprising a second photo- 
setting initiator having a second absorptive edge wavelength 
that is shorter than the first absorptive edge wavelength.
